No. 48—Notes on Rainfall and Temperature in Western Australia during 1961 


Rainfall 


Cyclonic rains in each of the first three months of 1961 brought annual totals in the Fortescue 
Division to well above normal and, although rains in the adjoining areas of the De Grey and West 
Gascoyne Divisions and parts of the central Gascoyne were above average, they were nevertheless 
insufficient. The North Kimberley Division and the northern extremity of the West Kimberley 
Division also experienced totals above the average, and tropical influences assisted in producing 
totals in excess of the normal over a large section of the northern and eastern wheat belt. Rains 
in the far southern wheat belt and parts of the South Coast subdivision also were above normal 
but falls were of uneven distribution, some areas receiving too much rain and others too little. 


A series of cyclones early in the year resulted in severe flooding in the Fortescue and West 
Gascoyne Divisions and the first of them crossed the State bringing heavy rains and causing rail 
washaways between Coolgardie and Kalgoorlie. Carnarvon and Onslow suffered badly from 
each cyclone. In February flood waters reached the highest level on record at Carnarvon. In 
addition to being flooded, Onslow was severely battered by cyclonic winds on each occasion. 


The April cyclone brought splendid rains from the Fortescue Division southward, and over 
the northern wheat belt unprecedented 24-hour falls were experienced at many places while several 
of the totals registered for the month exceeded the normal. Southern activity also contributed 
to high April rainfall totals and the rain received from both of these sources in the agricultural ) 
areas, particularly in the northern portion, served to create reserves of soil moisture which proved 
to be beneficial in later months. 


May rainfall was very disappointing but June brought good above-average falls over a large | 
section of the Gascoyne divisions and throughout the agricultural districts. | 


In July the rain was again below average over a large section of the wheat belt but deficiencies 
were slight for the most part and some benefit was obtained. In the Gascoyne divisions and 
in the eastern half of the State falls were also only slightly below average, but concern was felt 
in the East Gascoyne and North-Eastern Divisions and in the northern part of the South-Eastern 
Division, as July is the last month in which beneficial rain from southern sources may normally 
be expected. 


Late rains in August benefited parts of the West Gascoyne Division and a large section of 
the wheat belt, although falls over most of the agricultural areas failed to reach the average. 


From September onward only light rains were received from time to time, mainly in the 
South-West Division, and monthly totals were below normal until November when good rains 
were experienced in parts of the De Grey and Kimberley divisions. The tropical rains were, 
however, not maintained in December but an unseasonable occurrence of southern activity in 
southern parts of the State raised totals at a number of places in the South-West Division above 
the December normal. 


Once again there was a lack of finishing rain in the agricultural districts in October but reserves 
of soil moisture, supplemented by fairly frequent light falls, kept crops and pastures growing 
and the year ended very satisfactorily. 


The dry Spring brought about an early maturing of the grain and allowed harvesting opera- 
tions to be commenced much earlier than is usually possible. The fine weather also assisted 
these operations and it was only in the far south that rain caused some damage to crops which 
had not properly dried out after earlier showers. 


Temperature 


Temperatures in 1961 were above normal in most Divisions, and in a number of months 
some stations, notably in the South-West Division, recorded maximum temperatures never pre- 
viously experienced in a particular month. 


There were long periods of sustained heat in January, particularly in the South-West of 
the State, when maxima rose to 20° and more above the normal and Collie (112°) and Manjimup | 
(107°) recorded the highest readings ever experienced there. Carnamah registered 114° which 
equalled its previous highest maximum. 
These conditions culminated in disastrous bush fires in which the town of Dwellingup and 
nearby settlements were destroyed and hundreds of people rendered homeless. | 
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In February extreme heat prevailed in the tropics during the first half of the month, and 
by the middle of the month these conditions had extended southward to the South-West Division 
where maximum readings exceeded the normal by 15° to 18° and minimum readings were 10° to 
15° above normal. 

During March severe heat was again experienced especially in the South-West Division, 
where on the Ist March Geraldton (112°), Cape Naturaliste (108°), Bunbury (101°) and Busselton 
(101°) each recorded the highest maximum ever registered for March, and on the 3rd March tem- 
peratures at Bridgetown (105°), Dwellingup (105°), Mount Barker (105°), Collie (104°) and Man- 
jimup (102°) also exceeded the previous highest March maximum. 

Extensive bush fires occurred again in March and the township of Karridale was burnt out. 

April and May were comparatively normal months but June brought extreme heat to the 
De Grey Division where Roebourne (94°) on the 12th recorded its highest June maximum and 
Port Hedland (94°) equalled its previous highest reading for June. 

In July a cold snap passed across the State and affected all Divisions as far north as the 
De Grey. On the 18th Carnamah (34-1°) recorded its lowest July temperature and a number 
of other stations in the agricultural districts and the Gascoyne divisions registered very low readings. 
On the following day Marble Bar (36°) also had its coldest July morning, and Kalgoorlie with 
a maximum of only 45° recorded its coldest day. 

Spring began with extreme heat and Kalgoorlie (95°), Eclipse Island (89°), Dwellingup (85°) 
and Cape Leeuwin (82°) each experienced its hottest September day. 

In October and November stations in the south-west of the State continued to report un- 
precedented maxima. In November these conditions extended to the tropics where Mandora 
(115°), Fitzroy Crossing (114°) and Pallottine Mission (114°) each registered its highest maximum 
temperature. 

The year ended with maxima above normal over most of the State and particularly from the 
Gascoyne northward. Stations in the De Grey Division frequently reported maxima exceeding 
110°, and at Marble Bar readings of 116°, 117° and 116° on three successive days almost reached 
the highest December maximum temperature (119°) ever recorded there.

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XVIUI—MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


In Western Australia there is no single authority responsible for the licensing of vehicles. The 
Traffic Branch of the Police Department issues licences in the Metropolitan Traffic Area, which com- 
prises the whole of the Metropolitan Statistical Division and that part of the Swan Division consisting 
of the Shires of Cockburn, Gosnells, Kwinana and Rockingham in their entirety and parts of the Shires 
of Armadale-Kelmscott, Mundaring and Swan-Guildford.
